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No smoking 
plan ignites 

union anger

A POLICY which will ban 
Luton council employees from 
smoking during the working 
day has been slammed by 
Union representatives. 

Last week Luton on Sunday 
revealed that the new guide¬ 
lines, which would prevent 
employees and elected mem¬ 
bers from lighting up while on 
council business, had been 
approved by the authority’s 
executive and is expected to 
come into force in October 
2014. 

But since then, union repre¬ 
sentatives have contacted us to 
say that they are concerned 
about the plans which they 
have branded ‘vague’ and 
‘impossible to police’. 

Jimmy Cummings, a senior 
Unite representative based at 
Luton council, said: “I have lots 
of questions about this policy 
including how it can possibly 
be implemented. 

“There has been no informa¬ 
tion about where and when 
employees may be able to 
smoke, or what penalties the 
employees face if they are 
caught breaking the rules. 


“The council document says 
that the unions have support¬ 
ed this policy but this isn’t the 
case - we haven’t agreed any 
policy as yet. 

“We have said we are willing 
to work with the council going 
forward but we haven’t seen a 
proposal that we can back. 

“The council seem to be 
rushing too far forward with 
this policy without planning 
any of the details.” 

However a council spokes¬ 
man claims that a proposal 
which was submitted jointly by 
the authority and the Trade 
Unions was approved on 
Tuesday, August 27. 

The spokesman said: “It was 
agreed that an amended smok¬ 
ing policy be put in place where 
employees and elected mem¬ 
bers may not smoke during the 
working day and whilst on 
council business from October 
2014. 

“Public health will develop a 
programme of health promo¬ 
tion and support for staff and 
elected members who wish to 
stop smoking in the twelve 
months prior to this policy 
coming into place. 

“Advice will be given to staff 
who do not want to stop smok¬ 


ing on how to use licensed nic¬ 
otine-containing products to 
help them abstain during the 
working day. Further dialogue 
and consultation will take 
place with the unions to estab¬ 
lish the detail of the policy 
prior to implementation in 
October 2014.” 

As well as improving the 
health of employees, it is hoped 
that the introduction of the 
guidelines will reduce smok¬ 
ing related costs due to lost 
productivity through sickness 
absence and unrecorded 
smoking breaks. 

The idea of the scheme has 
divided LoS readers, with Judy 
Spelman on Facebook saying: 
“I agree they shouldn’t nip out 
when they are working, but 
during tea and lunch breaks 
they can do what the like.” 

However, Stephanie Ellroy 
tweeted: “Bonkers, what will it 
be next? No LBC employee will 
be allowed to be seen eating 
junk food amid health fears? 

“What about human rights 
and not forgetting that 
smoking is an addiction?”

Suspended sentence 
for care worker Ndoro

DISGRACED care worker Jackie 
Ndoro narrowly escaped going 
to prison after neglecting a 
resident in a care home who was 
left on the floor for an hour 
when he collapsed. 

Albert Riches, aged 86, who 
suffered from dementia was 
prone to falling after suffering 
mini strokes. 

After falling over, he called for 
help, but was ignored. 

A colleague of Miss Ndoro even 
tapped his leg and then swept 
around his body. When Ndoro 
appeared she and the other 
woman pulled him up by the 
scruff of the neck and ‘dumped 
him on a wheelchair’. 

On Friday, Ndoro 38, of Bodmin 
Road, Luton, appeared for sen¬ 
tence at Luton Crown Court 


where earlier this summer she 
was found guilty of a charge of 
neglect of a person who lacks of 
capacity. 

Mr Riches has since died. 

At the trial prosecutor Isabel 
Delamare said the elderly man 
was heard to say: “I am sorry” as 
the women were pulling him up. 

She said the two workers should 
have used a hoist to lift Mr Riches 
into the chair, but they could not 
be bothered to fetch it. 

Ms Delamare said that Ndoro 
and her colleague were already 
under suspicion by the manager 
of The Limes Home in the High 
Street, Henlow, Beds because of 
concerns about their work. 

As a result a CCTV camera was 
installed to keep an eye on the 
pair. A recording showed Mr 
Riches walking round the lounge 
before falling on the floor. 

Another woman did nothing to 


help him and swept her broom 
around him before the women 
pulled him into the wheelchair. 

The prosecutor continued: 
“The CCTV showed Ndoro sitting 
down at lam. Her feet were up 
and she was sleeping between 
lam and 5am.” 

She should have been carrying 
out two hourly checks on the 23 
residents. 

Giving evidence, Ndoro admit¬ 
ted she fell asleep during her 
shift, but denied she neglected 
Mr Riches. 

She told the jury: “I knew he 
was vulnerable but I didn’t think 
he had fallen. But I did care that’s 
why I got the wheelchair.” 

Ndoro was given a four-month 
prison sentence which was sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. She was 
also placed on supervision for six 
months and was told she must 
carry out unpaid work.

Jordan Antoine, 19, of Cannon 
Lane, Luton, was charged on 
Thursday with possession of 
a firearm with intent to cause 
fear of violence. 

Antoine already faces charges 
of possession of a firearm and 
possession of ammunition, 
following his arrest on July 21. 

The charges are part of the 
on-going investigation into the 
use of illegal firearms and 
associated offences in Luton, 
codenamed Operation Boson.

MP calls for action over workers’ falling wages 

GAVIN Shuker, MP for Luton South, 
has criticised the government’s 
approach to living standards, claim¬ 
ing that Lutonians are on average 
£1,033 worse off per year. 

The research, carried out by the 
Trade Union Congress, compares the 
average hourly rate in 2007, in terms 
of 2012 prices, and the average hourly 
rate in 2012. In Luton, an average 
earner is 50 pence worse off every 
hour they work compared to five 
years previous. 

Mr Shuker said: “At a time when 
millionaires are enjoying the tax 
break given to them by this 
government, other people are just 
not seeing the rewards of their hard 
work in their pocket. 

“We are seeing the cost of living 
soar as energy bills continue to rise 
and families struggle to put food on 
the table.” 

Labour MPs called a debate on liv¬ 
ing standards on Wednesday during 
an opposition day debate. Many MPs 
pressed the government to introduce 
a Living Wage, and rethink its 
approach to issues such as rail fares

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Two arrested after 
shots fired at home

TWO people have been arrested after 
officers executed four search 
warrants at various locations in 
Luton following a shooting. 

The pre-planned raids - which took 
place in Briar Close, The Drummonds 
(Dunstable Road), Tower Court 
(Tower Road) and The Magpies - 
began during the early hours and 
were a response shots being fired at a 
house in Devon Road on Wednesday, 
September 4. 

The incident happened at around 
9pm as a woman in the house was 
settling in for the night having put her 
children to bed. 

Voices were heard first, followed by 
the sound of a shotgun being fired. 
Two male offenders then made off on 
a motorcycle towards Crawley Green 
Road. 

Following the execution of the war¬ 
rants, two males - aged 21 and 17 - 
were both arrested on suspicion of 
possession of a firearm with intent to 
cause fear of violence, on suspicion of 
conspiracy to cause criminal damage 
and on suspicion of affray. 

Both were due to be questioned by 
detectives on Friday. 

Detective Inspector Iain Morgan, 
said: “Following the incident which 


took place in Devon Road on 
Wednesday night we received some 
very important information from 
witnesses and members of the 
community which enabled us to 
execute these warrants and make two 
arrests. 

“I continue to appeal to anyone who 
has information about the offence 
that took place in Devon Road or from 
anyone who was in or near the area at 


the time and recalls hearing or seeing 
a motorcycle or the offenders before 
or after the offence.” 

Wednesday’s incident is not believed 
to be related to the wider on-going 
gun crime in Luton.

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Motorcyclist dies after collision 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
following a fatal road traffic collision 
near Hockliffe. 

It happened at approximately 9.30am 
on Monday on the A5 Watling Street, at 
the junction of Tebworth Road. 

A Suzuki GSX-R1000 was being ridden 
east along the A5 Watling Street where 
it was in collision with a yellow 
breakdown recovery truck. 

The motorcyclist, who has now been 


named as Gary Bailes, 49, of Brora 
Close in Bletchley was taken to the 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital where 
he later died. 

A full investigation is taking place 
into the circumstances. 

An inquest into his death was 
announced on Friday and will be 
formally opened by Coroner David 
Morris on the next occasion that the 
Coroner’s Court sits. 


It will then be adjourned to be held at 
a later date.

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New homes plan 
gets a green light

A MAJOR residential, commercial and com¬ 
munity development on greenbelt land north 
of Houghton Regis has been granted outline 
planning permission by Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s Development Management 
Committee. 

The scheme, which was put forward by the 
Houghton Regis Development 
Consortium, comprises 5,150 
homes and 216,200 sqm of build¬ 
ings supporting employment, 
retail, leisure and community 
facilities including a care home. 

Forming part of the larger 
Houghton Regis North extension 
proposed in the council’s emerg¬ 
ing Development Strategy, the 
permission will deliver a big pro¬ 
portion of the 7,000 homes identi¬ 
fied for this area to meet growing 
housing and employment needs. 

Central Bedfordshire councillor Nigel Young 
said: “This decision marks a significant mile¬ 
stone in our plans to meet identified housing 
needs for the next generation and to stimulate 
economic growth across southern 
Bedfordshire, cementing our position as a

great location for innovation and opportunity 
and will create thousands of new jobs. 

“The principle of promoting growth through 
an extension of Houghton Regis was first 
established ten years ago and this has 
informed our planning assumptions that this 
application has followed. 

“There has been a lot of consultation with 
residents both on the principle and detail of 
this development and we have worked hard 
with the developers through the 
Environmental Statement and the 
Planning Agreement to ensure the 
best deal for those living nearest 
to the development and for the 
wider community.” 

There have been a number of 
objectors to the plans, including 
the Quadrant shopping centre in 
Dunstable who claim the plans 
could take away trade from the 
town centre, and Luton Borough 
Council, who have argued it 
should be able to house people 
from its waiting lists in half on the 
affordable homes on the large site. 

However, the plans were approved unani¬ 
mously by the committee at a meeting on 
Wednesday. The application is now expected 
to be submitted to the Secretary of State by the 
end of this month.

Drug dealers are 
jailed for 10 years

TWO drug dealers were jailed for more than 
10 years at Luton Crown Court on Wednesday. 

Gulfraz Parvaz and Nikki O’Dell were 
followed by undercover police after heroin 
with a street value of between £300,000 and 
£600,000 was handed over. 

Prosecutor Daniel Siong told Luton Crown 
Court that the officers were watching Parvaz’s 
address in Ingram Gardens, Luton on the 
evening of Wednesday, May 29 this year. 

At 7.20pm they saw Parvaz drive off in a 
BMW 5 series car while O’Dell left in a van. 
Parvaz was stopped on the A6 Barton Road. 


A bag with cash was found in the BMW, which 
contained £56,000. 

O’Dell’s van was stopped on Toddington 
Road, where two blocks of heroin, weighing 
1.98 kilos, were seized. 

Mr Siong said the heroin could have made 
them up to £600,000 from street deals. 

Parvaz, 38, of Kennington Road, Luton and 
O’Dell, 35, of Sycamore Road, Houghton Regis 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to supply Class A 
drugs. Toby Long, defending Parvaz, said he 
was acting under the direction of others. For 
O’Dell, Richard Storey asked for credit for his 
guilty plea. 

Judge Richard Foster jailed Parvez for six 
years and O’Dell for four years eight months.

Former noodle bar 
owner fined £9,380

THE former owner of How 
Cha Noodle Bar has been 
fined over £9,000 for serious 
breaches of hygiene regula¬ 
tions during the last year. 

When a passer-by spotted a 
rat in the How Cha Noodle 
Bar on Chapel Street, Luton 
in July 2012, an immediate 
investigation by a council 
food safety officer revealed a 
large infestation and no pest 
control procedures in place. 

Surfaces and utensils were 
not properly cleaned and 
food was not protected from 
contamination. 

Because of the risk to public 
health, council food and safe¬ 
ty officers closed the premis¬ 
es using a Hygiene Emergency 
Prohibition Notice. 

The restaurant reopened 
once the premises were pest 
free and adequate cleaning 
had been completed. 

But during another check in 
November, officers discov¬ 
ered poor food handling 
practices and found poor per¬ 
sonal hygiene among staff. 

A representative of the res¬ 
taurant owner, Xing Yu

Investment Ltd, attended 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday, August 19 and 
pleaded guilty to seven food 
hygiene offences. 

Magistrates imposed fines 
totalling £9,380 and ordered 
the company to pay the 
council £1,800 towards 
prosecution costs. 

The court gave credit to the 
company for sending staff on 
training and having the 
premises cleaned, but said 
they had to balance this with 
the risk to public health. 

The restaurant is now under 
new ownership.

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Decision on Syria must now be respected 



SIR - It is satisfactory 
to note that the govern¬ 
ment has come out, in 
the form of Philip 
Hammond MP, the 
defence secretary and 
said that unless there is 
significant change, it 
will not bring back to 
Parliament the issue of 
becoming part of a war 
on Syria.

That is 
human nature and Syria 
is no different. 

Why did the coalition 
lose the motion? There

And it is not unknown for 
governments to dress up 
their own self interest as 
though they are behaving 
honourably. 

When South Africa was 
brutalising its people, 
neither the USA or the UK 
would even countenance 
sanctions. 


And, of course, Israel can 
behave as badly as it likes, 
and break as many UN sanc¬ 
tions as it likes, and all it gets 
is more money and 
more weapons. 

There is no doubt 
that the people of 
Syria, like many 
other countries 
in the Middle 
East of recent 
years, are suffer¬ 
ing terribly. 

There is also no 
doubt that the West, and 
indeed recently other super¬ 
powers, are at least partly to 
blame. There is also the 
strong possibility that any 
military action will make 
matters worse, even though 
it may make a few politicians 
briefly feel good about them¬ 
selves. 

With regard to Somalia, 
Africa is itself clearing up 
the mess, after the USA and 
the UN had failed spectacu¬ 
larly. Perhaps it would make 
more sense to involve the 
rest of the Middle East in the 
solution, and the policing of 
the area. There’s a radical 
thought.

Interesting storyline but Elysium is no 
comparison to the hit film District 9

Elysium [15] 

Director: Neill Blomkamp 


AFTER all the fanfare, Neill 
Blomkamp’s second sci-fi outing 
doesn't reach the hefty heights he 
achieved with his 2009 breakout 
film District 9. 

This Matt Damon and Jodie Foster 
headlined action-drama still pro¬ 
vides a solid watch - but doesn’t 
really fulfill the potential shown in 
the trailer. 

As South African director 
Blomkamp had set the bar so high, 
our thirst was already quenched 
expecting something simply out-of- 
this-world - but in the end Elysium 
turns out to be pretty generic.

Enter ex-convict Max (Damon), 
who must get to this idyllic Utopia 
to save his life after being hit by an 
incurable bout of radiation - and in 
the process gets his hands on 
Delacourt’s plans to overthrow 
Elysium’s president as he’s turned 
into a (kind of) super soldier. 

Again, like in District 9, Sharlto 
Copley (who played the lead in that 
film) is the best human aspect in 
this, playing deranged ex-military 
man Kruger hired by Delacourt to 
do her dirty work on Earth - and 


he’s sent to try and stop Max achiev¬ 
ing his goal. 

While there’s much to enjoy with 
Blompkamp’s beautifully crafted 
polarising worlds and some decent 
set-pieces, the film seems to run out 
of concrete ideas very early. 

This leaves it plodding towards the 
inevitable finale, with the ‘shanty’ 
townships on Earth unfortunately 


giving a distinct feeling of District 
9.5 - with robots substituting aliens. 

Despite good performances from 
Copley and the ever-reliable Damon 
- counter-acting an indifferent one 
from Foster - it never really escapes 
District 9’s shadow with more than 
a handful of production similari¬ 
ties. 

This in turn puts Blomkamp’s 


‘genius’ tag temporarily on hold - 
but he still does enough to garner 
admiration.

IT MIGHT have been Non-League Day but 
Luton and Grimsby certainly did not serve 
up an advert for lower-division football as 
the Hatters played out their third goalless 
draw in four Skrill Premier matches.

With Paul Hurst now in sole charge, the

Tireless work to get

LUTON Town manager John 
Still has admitted that he has 
worked extensively on the 
Hatters’ attacking play in a bid 
to get the club’s misfiring for¬ 
ward line firing.

“Alex Wall hasn’t been able to 
be included, and it has been a 
bit of a blow that we haven’t 
really had a focal point to play 
off properly. 

“I do like to have what I would 
call a focal point to play with 
and we haven’t really had that 
at its best. 

“That’s not to say that if we 
had it we would have played 
any better, though, but I think 
it would have helped our ball 
retention a little bit better in 
the final third, which may have 
helped. 

“I think with Paul Benson 
coming in and with Alex Wall 
getting fitter it’s something 
that hopefully will keep 
improving.” 

New signing Benson, loaned 
from League One club Swindon 
Town until the end of the sea¬ 
son, says that he has settled in 
at the club after a promising 
start to life as a Hatter.
